Washington, Nov. 25.—Some of the 
principles which the railroads

M. Trepoff's appointment to 
the post of prime minister is greeted

M. Trepoff belongs ';o the conservativa 
group. 
He has held prominent court 
positions and assisted in conferences 
under imperial direction to conglder 
changes in the duma and the imperial 
council in 191". In 1914 he was made 
a member of the imperial council. Since 
1915 M. TrepoJi has been minister of 
wayp and communication.

was appointed secretary of state to the 
emperor.

Big Cereal Plant Bums in 
Illinois City With Loss 
of $200,000. 


Ix)ckport, III, Nov. 26.—The liles of 
several himdred employes were endau- 
gered last night by a fire, which destroy- 
ed the plant of 
the 
Northern Illinois 
Cereal company. 
Eighteen girls were 
among thè employes who escaped. 
The 
loss on the plant is estimated at more 
than $200,000. 


The entire police and fire departments 
responded to 
the 
alarm, 
which wus 
turned in at 7 o'clock, and only with the 
utmost 
difiiculity prevented 
the fire 
froni spreading to surrounding build- 
ings. 


The plant, which is one of the largest 
in the city, is lojcated at Tenth street 
and the drainage canal.

is prepared for cereal foods. 


As far as can be learned every one at 
work in the several buildings escaped 
safely. 


The blaze, which was visible for miles, 
attracted

The work of fighting the fire was

in Mexico. If ratification by either gov- 
ernment is wiWiheld, the worhr of the 
conference will be declared at an end. 


Where the adjourned wssions of the 
comroiçajpn will be held was not deter- 
mined when the conférence was finished. 
The question was left to Secretary of 
State* Lansing and Arnhasfador Desig- 
nate Arrendondo. 


Synopsis of Protocol, 


Following is a paraphrase of the agree- 
ment : 


First—The ApeJ-jcan troop» now m 
Chihuabuflk commanded by Gen. John 
J. Pershing shall bç withdrawn within 
forty days from the approval of the 
protocol by the respective governments 
provided that within that time the con- 
ditions in that part of Mexico have -not 
become guch a? to endanger the Amer- 
ican border. 
In such event the time 
shall be extended. 


Second--The Mexican army shall pa 
trol the Mexican side of the border and 
the American army the American sKle, 
but this shall not preclude co-operation 
between the two forces to preserve peace 
upon the border. 


Third—It shall be left to the com- 
manding officers of the armies on the 
border of both nations to enter into such 
anangenients for co-operation in opera- 
j tiong against bandits whenever it is pos- 
sible. 


Pursuit Right Separate. 


The right of the American government 
tp send troops across the border in pur- 
suit of bandits was not incorporated in 
the protocol, but w^s made the subject 
of a supplemental memorandum. 
The 
Mexicans had contendetl against signing 
any agreemept in which they appeared 
to sanction what they termed the viola- 
tion of their national territory. 
It wan 
the agreement of the Americans finally 
to content themselves with stating the 
attitude of the United Staeis in « sepa- 
rate memorandum that induced the Mex- 
icans to sigfn the.agreement. 


The clause providing for the 
with- 
drawal of Gen. Pershing's force states 
that should the bandits in Chihuahua 
appear near the border in such force as 
to prove a menace, the American troops, 
acting independently or in conjunction 
with the Mexican forces, may dispermìe 
them. 
In such case the time for their 
withdrawal »hall be extended to such 
time as made necessary by the develop- 
ments. 


Throughout 
the 
conference, 
whiciv 
began on Sept. 4, the Mexicans have in- 
sisted the first chief and his offici.al 
family would not agree to any violation 
of Mexican territory. 


Lane Defines Policy. 


After the protocol was signed. Secre- 
tary ï^ne issued a statement defining 
to a certain extent the policy of the 
United States government toward Mex^ 
ICO, He stated thut he believed Gen- 
Garran;;» a strong man and 
that ìio 
should be given a "full chance," addine 
that "Me«co will either do right with", 
out our help or with it. 
This is her 
choice." 
The statement follows: 


"The full policy of the United States 
with reference to Mejcico is not to be 
stated in » phrfise or in any protocol or 
seriea of protocols. We, are to come out 
df Mexico just as soon as 'we can 'de- 
cently and in order,' and because we 
hdv« other uee for our troopi who «r«« 
there.

My flight shows a 
woman's endurance is equal or sur- 
passes that of man.

I am not 
as strong as the average woman.

weigh only 120 pounds and am only a 
few inches over five feet In height. Yet 
I could handle the biggest battleplane 
made If given an opportunity. 


"As to woman's part In the future of 
aviation, they will master the heavier- 
than-alr machine as they have mas- 
tered the automobile. 


"Ten years from now women will 
¡have their own pleasure planes 
as 
they have their own autos today. 


"Sex will be forgotten, or at least 
Ignored, henceforth when aviation Is 
discussed. 
Once in the air a machine 
will go as well with a woman at the 
steering wheel, as with a man.

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Little Progress With Mexico 


^ 
The American-Mexican joint commission which for more than 
^ o months has been seeking definite agreement on an amicablc ad- 
justment of the border difficulties has signed a protocol covering but 
'a few instead of all the points at issue and has adjourned, perhaps 
iuntil a date in December, perhaps for all time. Whether it will ever 
fegain resume its sessions depends on whether the partial agreement 
is approved by both governments. 
If either rejects it, the Negotia- 
tions are at an end. 
What would then ensue is a matter embracing 
yery grave possibilities. 


Candor compels the conviction that very little definite progress 
has been made by the joint commission toward a settlement of our 
southern border troubles. The weeks since the commission undertook 
its labors on September 4, Vave served, perhaps, to improve mutual 
understanding of the two viewpoints, but they have done little toward 
removing difficulties. 
The protocol now proposed is at best little 
more than a start, and, on the questionable assumption that Carranza 
is now able to maintain order, it provides for the withdrawal of 
Pershing's expedition with^ forty days and a joint p a t r o l t h e 
border to prevent outlawry. 
The announced determination of the 
United States to promptlyl throw a second punitive expedition into 
Mexico should emergency demand it is made not a part of the proto- 
col, but of a supplemental memorandum that, while it may "save the 
face'' of the Carranza government to some degree, will perhaps prove 
as efficacious as though it were an integral part of the formal agree- 
ment. 


Secretary Lane's significant statement that "Mexico will either do 
right without our help or with it" emphasizes strongly the American 
realization that the progress toward agreement has not been hopeful 
and that the future relations with Mexico are beclouded by uncer- 
tainty as to whether Mexico will '' do right'' of her own initiative or 
whether she will "do right" by force of American arms. It is mani- 
fest that present conditions cannot continue indefinitely. 
Mexican 
pride and a tremendously exaggerated conception of her national 
dignity continue to be the outsanding obstacles in the way of peace- 
able adjustment. 
It may yet come about, of course, that the joint 
commission can find a way out. The project, however, is not in any 
degree encouraging.

titude toward the' public which in large 
measure has brought about the nation- 
wide hostihty to courts and judges. 


What is tile judiciary? 
Merely one 
department of otir popular government 
entrusted with the performance of cer- 
tain public duties. Those duties call for 
no higher mental or moral equipment 
than do those devolving, upon executive 
or legislative officials. 


The feeling that judges are made of 
superior clay we inherited along with 
the common law from England. 


Under the English system, judges were 
royal agents, commissioned by the mon- 
arch to exercise kingly prerogatives, and 
they were naturally regarded as an ex- 
alted class of beings, enshrouded by the 
same divinity wliich "doth hedge a king." 
That conception of the judicial office is 
one irreconcilable with our democracy, in 
which every citizen is himself a king. 


I have no objection to wearing 
my 
ramrod on the bench, but I do claim the 
right to lay it aside with my gown and 
to go forth to mingle with my fellow- 
mortals exactly as I did before I became 
a judge. 


Dignity is commonly regarded as the 
one indispensable earmark of a judge. 
Yet it is the cheapest of human qual-

Let them and all others under- 
stand once for all that the ordinary citi- 
zen is going to more and more insistent- 
I ly demand and more and more discrim- 
' inately exercise the right to select his 
own public servants, judicial as well as 
legislative and executive, ond hold them 
more and more directly accountable to 
himself alone. 


Our Election Law 
: 
Fools Many Voters : 


• (Indianapolis Star.) 


Mr. John B. Stoll explains some of 
the puzzling features of 
the Indiana 
election returns by pointing out that 
6,154 persons imagiiied that when they 
placed a mark opposite the name of the 
first man on tlieir party ticket they 
were voting for all on that list. 
Tlve 
confusion was due to a change from the 
old system which provided that a mark 
opposite the name of the first man on a 
party ticket carried with it a vote for 
all other candidates of that party. 


At present it is necessary , to put a 
mark opposite the jiame of each candi- 
date for which the citizen would vote. 
The result is that the first presidential 
elector on the list always gets a far 
larger vote than 
those 
whose 
names 
follow. 
That might be an important 
complication in 
a 
close contest, and 


could bo easily ovoidcd by a change in 
th(9 law. 


Tho law in some states provides that 
tho names of tho electors shall be brack- 
eted by parties and opposite the bracket 
shall ^ 
printed the name of the presi- 
dential candidate, or that of his party. 
Tho voter marks a cross that registers 
his vote for all the electors in the CToup. 
He votes for all the Wilson, or all th.< 
Hxwhes electors, as the case might be. 


Thoro la no excuse for splitting a vote 
on presidential electors. 
The electors 
are merely a part of tho machinery for 
registering the vote of the state in the 
profiidential contest. Any defects in tho 
law which prevent the voters from re- 
cording their choice for president should 
bo remedied. 
It is apparent that the 
prcHcnt eystem is confusing to many, 
and therefore should be simplified.

On November 14.

25.—^A campaign 
headed by Governor Arthur Capper was 
started here today to prevent the h&nK- 
ing of Wm. White, a negro soldier, at 
the federal prison in Leavenworth on 
November 30. 
White was convicted of 
killing another negro in Fort 
Leaven- 
worth and now is under sentence of death 
in the county jail here. 


There has not been a legal 
federal 
hanging in Kansas in twenty-five years 
and it has been nearly fifty years since 
the state has had a legal execution. State 
laws now forbid capital punishment and

The recollections of my life go far 
to prove that the best young men with 
whom I have been acquainted come under 
the category described In tlie caption of 
this article—mother's boy. 


Mother's boy (that is, a young man 
who listens to the advice of his mother) 
becomes every year more substantial in 
his makeup. 
He has a conscience, and 
cannot be easily persuaded to do any- 
thing of a questionable nature. 


A young man who spurns the advice 
and wishes of his mother is either reck- 
less in what he says and does or is fast 
drifting that way. 


Vice President Schuyler Golf ax at- 
tributed his success in early life to hav- 
ing always taken his mother into his 
confidence. 
If he had done so always 
he would probably have avoided the only 
mistake of his official life, and what a 
blessing it would have been to him. 


If there ever was a pubilc man for 
whom I felt sorry, it was Mr. Colfax, 
who through one error went to his grave 
with a cloud about hiin. 
The last time 
I had a talk with him—which was in 
1871_1 thought he was one of the best 
men I had ever met. 


Mother's boy has a soft heart; and 
no wonder, for whatever a good mother 
touches or comes in contact with is made 
better thereby. 


Father cannot fashion a boy as well 
fts mother can. 
He knows not the way 
to do it. 
He can talk and argue things 
over better, perhaps, than mother, but 
what father says to his boy seldom goes 
deeper down than the hesid, but moth- 
er has the happy knack of saying things 
In a way that goes to the heart. 


Give mother any kind of a chance and 
she will put her boy on the track of 
making for himself a strong character, 
•which is the first requisite for true man- 
hood, and without which the boy will 
never amount to much. 


If you want to make a Jack Shepard 
or a IHck Turpin out of a boy his motli- 
•r is of no account, for even if so dis- 
posed there is something in every wom- 
an that almost prevents her from be- 
ing an apt teacher to her children of 
that which is positively wicked. 


Prot^octioii to #ieir offspring seems 
to be a part of the nature of even ani- 
mals that bear the relation of mother. 


A lion is about as stupid and timid a 
hirrl as you v.il! sf>o in a day's travel. 
Jiui k-t even a bi.? dog attack her chic-k- 


ens and the mother hen will show fight 
immediately, and will keep it up until 
one of two things happens—victory or 
death. 


Mother's boy acquires an 
obedient 
disposition (if not spoiled by too màch 
petting). 
And an obedient spirit is one 
of thè best characteristics that a boy 
or man can possess. 


When a boy I went into a printing 
office to look for a job. 
The gentleman 
who owned the business asked me sev- 
eral questions, one of which was "Do 
you mind your mother?" 
At the time 
I did not think much of the question 
and simply answered, "Of course T do." 
But tu at prompt "Of course I do ' got 
me the job. 


A 5'oimg man who treats his mother's 
commands with disrespect is very apt 
to treat lightly the commands of Gk>d, 
of his employer, or, 'even of those who 
make the laws of his country. 


^Mother's boy is a clean, tidy, sweet- 
speaking boy, who appreciates the pro- 
prieties of life and tlie well-being of oth- 
ers. 
He cannot be a loafer and at the 
same time mother's boy. 
A 
mother 
may love with all her lieart a son that 
is bad: but that does not make him a 
mother's boy if he does not love his 
mother enough to mind her wishes. 


A genuine mother's boy takes his 
mother by the arm; asks her to lean 
on him; hearkens to the sound advice 
she gives him;, listens for her footsteps 
when absent, and does hie level best to 
act so as to be a comfort to her and the 
joy of her heart. 


Mother's boy is not selfish, for he has 
been 
learning that to be happy 


one has to live for others and not for 
self-gratification. 


Mother's own pet boy will be indus- 
trious and sober, and will imbraco every 
opportunity to improve his condition in 
life and prepare himself for the world 
to come. 


Young men, cling to mother, for she 
will stand by you though all others for- 
sake you; yes. she will sing for you, 
pray for you, fight for you, and work 
her fingers' ends ofT for you. 


A good mother and a good mother's 
boy are worth looking at—two liuman 
beings that should be beloved and re- 
spected by all, and that are beloved by 
God and have a blessed hope of living 
together when time shall be no more.—

Answers to the above questions de- 
pend upon the health of your child. 
Without health and proper physical de- 
velopment the groAvth of the mind is re- 
tarded. 


If your child's health and 
physical 
development falls below normal, then 
the child becomes an expense to you 
and a cost and loss to the community 
and to the nation. 


With 20,000.000 children just return- 
ing to the public schools, these ques- 
tions become of prime importance to all 
parents. 


Prof. 
Irving 
Fisher, 
world-famous 
economist, and member of the faculty 
of Yale university, has carefully work- 
ed out the life values of children. 


He estimates h child under 5 years 
averages $1.500 in money value; a child 
from 5 to 15 years about $2,500; a 
youth from 15 to 20 years about $3,000. 


With the 
reopening 
of the public 
schools responsibility for keeping up the 
value of the nation's children by keep- 
ing up their health rests upon school 
physicians and parents—but mainly up- 
on the narentg. 


School physicians have a child under 
observation but a few hours a day at 
most. 
Instruction in hygiene given at 
f l i n t time is of little worth unless the 
child's parents see that the rules of 
liypienp are made habits at home. 


About 45 per cent, of the 1.285 cities 
in thp United States having ortranized 
graded schools now see that the children 
are instructed in a new R as well as in 
Reading, 'Riting and 'Rithmetic. 


This new R stands for RIGHT LIV- 
ING. 


Educators are now coming to recog- 
nize this as the most important of all 
studies.

AND THIS IS WHY: 


About 50^000 school children die every 
year from preventable causes. 


A mother's neglect 
when the child 
complains of "sore throat" may mean 
an epidemic of diphtheria, most dreaded 
of so-called "school diseases." 


Scarlet ?ever, another disease of chil- 
dren, causes more than 6,000 deaths an- 
nually. 
Proper care and medical atten- 
tion when a child feels tired and fever- 
ish often will prevent this disease. 


Whooping cough annually kills 10,000 
school children yet the disease could not 
spread if the mother of each viotim 
carefully kept the child away from 
others. 


Most mothers give scarcely a thought 
to a case of measles. 
They think a 
child should "have it early 
and get 
over it." 
Yet it kills more than 13,000 
little ones every year. 


Tklumps mav not seem serious, but a 


child kept from school because of it 
may fall behind its class, l^ome dis- 
couraged and finally a burden to the 
community. 


It costs on an average of $35 per year 
to educate a child in the publio schools 
of the leading American cities. Only a 
small part of this amount is spent on 
health, the most important problem of 
school life. 
The following table »hows 
the paltry few cents which representa- 
tive American cities spend, per child, 
for medical inspection of school chil- 
dren :

was picked up by Mr. Alexander Irvine, 
missionary to the Bowery lodging houses. 
He fed, cleaned, and 'clothed Ranney, 
and then pointed him to Jesus Christ. 


Mr. Ranney led a life of soul-saving 
from that time on, for 
Jeaus 
Christ 
saved him. 
He had some great strug- 
gles, but kept climbing up and up, and 
finally became missionary to the Bowery 
lodging houses himself. 


We give his account of one of his 
early struggles which makes one think 
of the brave boy of Rugby i 


"I remember, when I knelt down in 
105 Broadway beside my cot to ask 
God's blessing and guidance, how a laugh 
used to go aroimd the dormitory. There 
were about seventy beds in the place, 
and it was something unusual to see a 
man on his knees praying.

ness, and I said I would say my prayers 
every night.

BLUE" MONDAY. 


Just how Monday got its deep-dyed 
hue no one ever really understood till 
recently, when the Russell Sage Founda- 
tion set one of its scientists to work on 
the problem. 
Dr. Thorndyke essayed 
to discover the reason why manufactur- 
ers, merchants and employers of labor 
in many lines reported Monday to be a 
day of glooms, grouches, irritations and 
general slackening of zest and efticiency. 


Monday, as a time 
of 
depression, 
would seem to be no modern phenome- 
non, as a glance at the past shows. The 
various adjectives used 
in 
connection 
with the day since the time of our fore- 
fathers of six centuries pase reveal its 
ancient reputation. 
At various periods 
it has been "black" Monday, "bloody" 
Monday and "saint" Monday, this latter 
is facetious reference to the fact that 
connlvial spirits who had spent Sunday 
in carousal chose to spend the day fol- 
lowing in Idleness. In his autobiography, 
Benjamin Franklin states that he gain- 
ed the good will of his master in his 
apprentice days by 
never 
making 
a 
"saint" Monday. 
It will be gathered, 
therefore, that Monday has inlierlted no 
particularly savory reputation. 


The soientiflc investigator finds, in 
brief, that the average "blue" Monday 
victim Is not in as good physical shape 
for work on that day as when he fin- 
ished his task on Saturday. 
He may 
be tired for lack of exercise. 
Ho may 
be suffering from indigestion because he 
has eaten and drunk not wisely but too 
well. 
He may have a headache because 
he has smoked excessively, or pored too 
long over the fine print of newspapers. 
Physiologically ha has been sot back 
instead of ahead by the day of rest. The 
same general conditions obtain in the 
case of women who have their own pecu- 
liar forms of self indulgence. 


In a word. Monday is "blue" because 
Sunday has been ill spent. 
The hours 
of Sunday have been mistakably used 
to rob men of physical 8tren((th, to sa^ 
them of courage, to lower their genera 
morale. 
The oolor of one day goes over, 
deepened and intensified into the next. 


If one has been allowing a "blue" 
tinge to spread over his Mondays and 
to shroud them in gloom, It is time he 
set about redeeming 
this 
inescusable 
waste. 
What good thing is likely to be 
accomplished in a week, upon the first 
working day of which we enter with 
lagging step and 
slackened 
oouraga? 
Somehow we must get a rosy tinge into 
Monday and make it what it ought to 
be, a tipie of gladness and of cheer.

Anna Pavlowa to aid her. 
LUllan Patl- 
son's remarkable gift of song came upon 
her 
with the force of a now being a few days a f t e r 
the death of the great diva, on May 10. 1914. 
So it may be that the inspired gift of the won- 
derful Interpretess 
of 
Wagnerian 
roles 
has 
come to make 
its earthly habitation in 
the 
body of this mite of humanity who seems In- 
stinct with strange and unaccounted gifts. 


No less a personage than David Belasco has 
seen the girl dance several times—and watched 
her with keen Interest. 
The famous theatrical 
manager says, In a letter to Prof. James H. 
Hyslop, 
secretary of the American Society for 
Psychical Reseai-ch, that LrUllan Patlson seems 
like the reincarnation of some famous dancer 
of the past, In her wonderful grace. 
H e refers 
to the inlluence which comes upon her 
and 
leaves her In a state of exhaustion at the close 
of her performance so Instinct with spirit. 
F o r 
a number of years Mr. Belasco has taken 
a 
deep interest In child prodigies, and he always 
has associated them with strange psychic In- 
fluences 
beyond mortal ken. 
The strands of 
the great rope of K a r m a are strengthened by 
the power oif the geniuses of the past. 


So It la every bit true that Lillian Patlson, 
as the child Is called for the purposes of the

These 
qualities 
in

young child have astonished such a savant as 


Dr. Hyslop, and he has just 
made public the

the last year about this precocious youngster. 


The first observations made by Prof. Hyslop 
concerning this child are of exceptional Inter- 
est to consider. 
He has set them forth in a 
lepor*: made a f t e r seeing Lillian Patlson when 
she was 6 years of age. 


"Some of the pieces shé must have danced be- 
fore," says Dr. Hyslop. 
"I learned, Incidenta^y, 
that this was the case with the Kilima Waltz. 
She is said to Interpret the music extempora- 
neously, and she shows every sign of It. Ther« 
is no doubt about the grade and excellence of 
her dancing and interprétai'on. 1 know little of 
dancing, but such a s I have seen of ballét dan-

I have no such acquaintance with dan- 
cing as would enablô me to describe or analyze 
the case for tlie artist, 
but no one with 
an 
aesthetic eye could fall to perceive the remark- 
able grace and the inventiveness of the child, 
whether it be joyous or sad music. 


"After the performance I saw the mother, and 
I learned that the child began very early to 
show signs of spontaneous dancing. 
,The g h i 
does not recollect just when It began, saying, In 
answer to my question, that It was so long ago 
that she could not remember. 
I found also that 
from a very tender age she had played what 
she called fairies. 
She had not had many play- 
mates. 
She sleeps well, and, according to fier 
mother, dreams much. 
The mother also told 
me that she shows tendencies to dance when- 
ever she sees rhythmic actions anywherô, such 
as the movements of thé trees. 
This she has 
noticed when with the child out of doors." 
N a m e of Child I s Secret. 


F 
OR the present the real name of the child 
is withheld, for Prof. Hyslop believes that 
were it known Its publication would be preju- 
dicial to the career of the small artist. 


Most Interesting as showing the precocity of 
the juvenile dancer and singer Is the testimony 
of one of the witnesses described In the Psych- 
ical Research Journal as Helen Preenian. 
This 
witness had lived In the same house with Lillian 
and her mother for two years, and constantly 
was In touch with th^m. 
In the parlor there 
was a phonograph, and Mrs. Freeman drew the 
attention of the mother to the fact that, re- 
gardless of what selection was played upon it, 
from 
"Thals-Alme 
Fanclullo 
Ancora" to 
a 
Montgomery and Stone "classic," the baby—for 
she then was about 4 years old, would rise and 
dance as though the melody had bccome part 
pf her. 
-

Without the slightest suggestion from any 
source she would interpret Mendelssohn's "Spring 
Song." 
Or shç could gather into the poslnga 
and rhythm of the waltz ''Th.e Humoresque" of 
Dvorak, as ' transmitted Into the golden chords 
of Fritz Krfclsler. 
The religious Impulsé of such 


works as "The .Jewels of 
the Madonna" 
she 
demonstrated that she felt, nor did she fail to 
catch 
the weird 
suggestions 
of the 
"Danse 
Macabre." 


Considering that this was the 
performance 
of a n Infant scarcely out of arms, the effect, to 
put it mildly, was uncanny. 


"The mother did not seem to pay much at- 
tention to It at first," writes Mrs. Freeman. 
"She simply said: 'Oh. yes, she always has done 
that.' But so soon as she grew to realize that 
other children did not always do that she de- 
cided to take her to an Instructor. 
She called 
upon a ballet master. 
He refused to take the 
child, because he said that she was too young 
and that it would be a waste of time to attempt 
to instruct a girl of her age, as the sense of 
rhythm and her ear were not developed. 


"The mother, however, asked him to see the 
baby dance. 
He did so and promptly changed 
his mind and ofiered to take her at a ridiculous- 
ly low figure. He was, however, extremely busy 
at the time, and after he had shown her a few 
exercises to prevent the arches of the feet from 
breaking down, which she has kept up for praö« 
tlce, Mrs. Patlson decided to discontinue any 
attempt at work with him. 
He tried to «Ive 
the baby a dance, which the child refused to 
do, saying that she preferred to feel her own 
way about the music and to let the music tell 
her what to do Instead of the master. 


"Lillian spent some time in the summer in 
the country and In the mountains alone, but 
dancing all the time, both outside and indoors. 
"When she returned In the fall the ballet master 
saw her again. 
He safd fnat her Improvement 
was so great that he would like to exploit her 
publicly, which, of course, her mother 
would 
not permit. 


"From that time on site continued to dance, 
glvlni; her own Interpretation of what the mu- 
sic Inspired her to do. 
Her mother Is not a 
dancer, and, therefore, had no Idea whatever 
about giving her Instructions or suggestions. 
The baby has seen Pavlowa and Isadora Dun- 
can dance. 
Pavlowa is ampzed at the child's 


n/LL/ANimra 


dancing, and advised that she should have no 
instruction whatsoever, but be allowed to fol- 
low her ov.-:i instincts. 
Isadora Duncan 
has 
never seen the baby dance. 
From both of these 
dancers little Lillian has, of course, 
assimi- 
lated something, although she expressed 
her- 
self In the Greek way before she saw Isadora 
Duncan. 


"In hor Hawaiian 
dancing she has 
caught 
perfectly the siiirit of the music and she never 
has seen any one dance in any way similar to 
the way that she herself does. 
To the experi- 
enced eye, that which is artificial in her work 
easily 
can 
be discerned from that 
which 
Is 
spontaneous 
and 
her 
own 
conception. 
That 
which was her own was the true and beautiful 
expression. 
She always has had an 
accurate 
.sense of rhythm, anrl has given to the mood of 
the composition a perfect response. 


"Enesco, 
in 
Europe, 
improvised 
for 
her 
hours, trying to catch her witii unexpected and 
intricate 
rhythms, 
hut she uncannily 
seemed 
to anticipate everything that he was about to 
do and perfectly followed him." 


Pavlowa More Than Impressed. 


A 
F E W days since at the New York Hippo- 
drome, Mme. Pavlowa told the writer that 
slie was more tnan impressed by the dancing 
of the young prodigy. 


"The dancing oi Ijllllan Patlson, as she is 
called, is the embodiment 
of natural 
grace," 
said the famous danseuse. 


"I first saw her at the home of Mrs. Otto H. 
Kahn, 
through 
an 
an-angement 
which 
was 
made by Miss Malvlrta 
Hoffman, the 
sculp- 
tress. 
The child then was only 6 or 7 years 
old. a slight 
figure 
of a girl, fairylike In her 
grr.ce and appearance. 


"Slender and very graceful were her 
limbs 
and well proportioned. 
Her medium-light hair, 
in curls, clustered about a baby face, for she 
seemed 
younger even than 
her years. 
Blue 
were her eyes and she had in them a sparkling 
expression. 
She gave a dahce of the fairies 
according to her own interpretation, a 
flower 
dance and then a barbaric dance in Which she 
brandished a scimitar. 


"That she be pernutted to continue dancing 
according to her own ideas until she was 10 6r 
11 years old, or even older, was my advice to 
her mother and the prominent women who have 
taken 
a 
great 
interest 
in 
the 
remarkable 
youngster. 
After she Is 10 or 12, .1 think she 
could profit from regular In.itruction. possibly 
abroad, provided she developed 
symmetrically 
In form. 
Frequently these precocious dancers 
get enlarged feet or weakened muscles which 
unfit them for a career. 


"I now am endeavoring to get in touch with 
the child again and possibly 1 may see my way 
clear to aid her In getting suitable instruction. 
As she Is an American, I wouid especially like 
to do this, because t have been so cordially re- 
ceived by the people of the United States, and. 
In my feeble way, I should like to show my 
appreciation of that cordiality." 


To all who have seen her, the girl has been 
"positively uncanny and most fascinating," to 
use the words of Belasco. 


Thus wa. arrive at the consideration of the 
strange psychic influences which seem to have 
rested upon Lillian Patlson since the date of 
the death In Java of Mme. Lillian 
Nordlca. 
About six days after the passing out of the 
famous operatic singer, the gift of voice de- 
veloped with, it would seem, an almost super- 
natural force. 
Soon after this 
manifestation 
had fully developed. Prof. Hyslop, so he tolls 
us. took Lillian to the house of a medium, a 
Mrs. Chenoweth of Boston, through whom he 
ihas conducted many of his experiments. 
The 
girl was taken In through the back door of the 
house where the medium lived and In the sit- 
tings that followed, six in all, the presence of 
the child In person was not known to the In- 


lerprctess of the world beyond. 
There 
wer« 
various messages which were traced to effort® 
on the part of deceased relatives of the child to 
communicate. 


Prof. Hyslop tells in detail of the coming of 
a deep trance at the end of the fourth sitting. 
The references to family matters ceased en- 
tirely and into the circle there entered a strong 
personality. 
As to the value of the manifesta- 
tions which followed, it is largely a matter of 
opinion. 
That the child was now 7 years and 
c. months of age, that she had so progressed 
that 
she v.a.s slng-lng music from the 
grand 
operas, accompanying her singing with motion« 
of the hands and feet which resembled 
the 
busines.s of groat artistes whom she-had never 
seen—all these things must be borne in mind. 


Automatic Writing Used. 


T 
HE medium resorted to automatic 
writing. 


This revealed the letter " L " and then th^ 
word. 
Madame. Finally came a word of advice 
to the mother of the child regarding breathing 
c.verclses which rorjuired the use of certain Ital- 
ian words, all intended for the benefit Of the 
child to whom tho communicator was now refer- 
ring as "my protege." 
Then from the sublimal 
was flashed thl.=! message: 


"A lady. 1 don't know who she is. She Is 
rather large. 
I think that her eyes are dark. 
She seoms to be in a shadow and is very Im- 
perious." 


The name Lillian Norton, which was the maid- 
en name of the singon was revealed and the 
syllable "Nord" followed Here the control broke 
down. 
Prof. Hyslop pei-^eived at once that the 
syllable was intended foi' Mme. Lillian Nordlca, 
but he did not know tha^ the original name of 
the diva was Norton. 


Then the personality, or spirit, believed 
to 
have been that of Mme. Nordlca, which was 
endeavoring to communicate, remarked: "It is 
hard to tell which is natural endowment 
and 
where 
inspiration 
begins." 
The 
observation, 
"Tiiere Is a congenital foundation which makea 
it Impossible for me to use the organs," fol- 
lowed shortly. 
To jewels and furs and other 
luxuries, which she declared no longer Interested 
her, the communicator from the other shore re- 
ferred, and, also, rather irrelevantly, mentioned 
"Annie Laurie" and her love fpr that simple old 
song. 
Prof. Hyslop attempts an explanation of 
these remarks by the spirit. 


"The mother told me." he says, "that 
she 
(Lillian) once liad seen Mme. Nordlca in her 
box at 
the theater, 
richly ornamented' with 
jewels. 
The reference to furs means nothing 
either to myself or the mother, but the recent 
fashions In furs make it probable that the allu- 
sion is quite pertinent. 


"About 
the 
relcvance of 
the 
reference 
to 
'Annie Laurie' I knew nothing, but 1 learned 
from a friend that 'Annie Laurie' was a favorite 
encore of Mme. Nordica's. 
I also learned that 
Mrs. Chenoweth did not know this fact, having 
never seen Mme. Nordica nor heiird her »Ing. 


"A curious automatism followed in the sub- 
limal recovery of the »lormni state. It evidently 
was associated in tho memory of the commu- 
nicator v.'ith soine moment when she must ap- 
pear on the stage. 
It was 'The orchestra 1» 
playing.' Mrs. Chenoweth immediately recovertsd 
consciousness." 


S u p p o s e d

the spirit of Mme. 
Nordlca 
O 
talked long and earnestly about libr earth 
protege on whom had fallen her lyric mantle, 
but this was In a later sitting. 
Tho informa- 
tion that some one el.=!e, not a relative and long 
gone iroxn this earthly sphere, was seeking to 
infiuenco the child, !iow was volunteered by t M 
communicator. 


Let us qiioto thep-ipirlt message: 
"The woman to whom 1 refer ao uses her in- 
fluence on the muid of the child ag to make her 
seem mature and wLse beyond her years, not 
simply In one fonu of expression, but in tlia 
general mode of living, like a Sappiio or 
a 
Margaret i'uller. say. 


Many of those who know Lillian Patlson con- 
sider her in the light of a reincarnation. 
Still 
others believe that she is simply a prodigy. 
It 
chances that one of tho m o s t ^ t r i k l n g charac- 
teristics of the child is her maturity of conduct 
and of tastes. 
It often has been observed by 
those who know her well that she Is an adult 
In point of dignity of behavior and calm of 
manner. 


Theories being taken for what they are worth, 
the broad human fact remains that In Lillian 
Patlson we have a child of abnormal powers 
whose gifts, properly developed and providing 
that she is not exploited before her 
talents 
have matured, may be a revelation to the pub- 
lic from which she now is so carefully with- 
held. 
The laws restricting the appearance of 
children on the stage will ser^-e well the won- 
derful child who comes from a small toifrn in 
the South, and who Is hedged about by all that 
makes for prim convention. 
These latter facts 
make it the more strange that she should have 
these gifts that amount to genius. 


Of course, years of training are 
necessary, 
even admitting all that has been said about 
' her gifts. 
There Is no 
flower-strewn 
road to 
great success. ai>d only by careful instruction 
can she be fitted for a career. 
It may never 
develop, but ours will be a pleasing antlcipa- . 
tlon of tho coming In future of a dancer aa 
great a s Pavlowa or a singer as marvelous a s 
was Nordlca. 


Great Britain No Place 
to Raise a Family, Is 
Declaration 
of 
Irishman 
W h o Tells of Children's 
Terror of Zeppelins. 


Mr. and Mrs. Edward Vincent McKay and Their Children, Vincent, 6, and Edwin, 3. 


NCE again Is America a ha- 
ven for Europeans. 
Now 
they come because they 
are 
war 
weary. 
Among 
them Is Edward 
Vincent 
McKay, aged 31, until June 
enlisted in the Highland 
Light Artillery for peace 
•ervice. HIa duties were on the railroads of 
•cotland, where he served as a clerk. 


His life became so crowded with war, with 
Beeing men coming home without arms or legs 
or with such fearful Injuries that they would be 
better dead, that he decided to get away from 
It all. He was hurried by the awful terror of 
Zeppelins. The dread of these airships not only 
unnerved him and his wife, but they frightened 
the little fellows, their children, Vincent, aged e, 
and Edwin, aged 3. 


When McKay saw his fine, strong little boys 
hide their heads under the bed covers at night 
and pray that thp Zeppelins would stay away ho 
decided that Great Britain was no place to rear 
a family. It was not easy for him to get pass- 
ports permitting him to travel. Even when he 
bad them and his wife and the children were 
ready and part way on their journey there was 
« delay of three days In order that all the nec- 


essary red tape might be wound and unwound. 


At last he was allowed to take passage on an 
American-bound steamer. He went to Bast St. 
Louis, 111., after landing, and obtained employ- 
ment in the offices of the Aluminum Ore Com- 
pany of America, the largest plant of its kind In 
the world. In an apartment at 3205 State street 
he and his family are trying to forget all' that 
they have seen and heard since Edwin was a 
tiny tot and to become Americans. 


Vincent has entered the primary room of St. 
Elizabeth's School, and with all the other little 
boys and girls of Sister Clementine's room he Is 
learning to sing "America." City Attorney J. H. 
McGlynn Is a friend of the family. 


Here are some of the things the McKay family 
left behind, as told by McKay himself sitting in 
the family living room with no disturbing noise 
except the half pleasant rumble of the East St. 
Louis and Suburban street cars passing in the 
street below. He said: 


"Worst of all was the Zeppelins. They give one 
such a strange fear. The first time they came 
my wife and I were at the 'pictures.'

Message Warns Besidents. 


H 
e r e you call them 'movies,' but they are 
pictures over there. There came a message 
from the south saying that the Zeppelins had 
crossed and for us to look out. There was no 
way of telling when they would arrive, and at 


once began the suspense that is worse than 
actual danger. 


"Looking for danger trom the air has a strange 
effect upon men. I have seen well-trained sol- 
diers lose their heads and fire anywhere except 
where they should when Zeppelins were above 
them. Their faces would become a queer white 
and there was no telling what they would do. 


"A Zeppelin Is shaped like a cigar, except that 
both ends are like the end you put in your 
mouth. Those that came to us looked no longer 
than the width of State street, but we knew 
that they were a block long and were each 
manned with thirty men. 


"I have no criticism of Germany to make ex- 
cept her use of these things. They do not attack 
men in battle, but destroy homes and kill wom- 
en and children as well as men. 


"The fleet that came to Edinburgh dropped a 
bomb upon a whisky distillery. This was in 
Lelth, which is as near to Edinburgh as St. 
Louis is to East St. Louis, except that there is 
no river m between. Leith Is below and Hidin- 
burgh is on higher ground. They knew where 
they were dropping that bomb, because at once 
there was a great fire. The whole City of Edin- 
burgh was made bright. It was hard work to 
keep the cities from being destroyed. 


"Another bomb was dropped where there was 
a gathering of men. They stood there before it 
fell. Afterwards one could find nothing ot tnem. 


"Still another killed a baby lying in bed. The 
bomb Itself did not strike the child, but It did 
break a window latch loose and hurl It against 
the child, breaking its skull. That to me is not 
warfare. 


"My children became so afraid of the Zeppe- 
lins that they often went to sleep praying that 
the 'bad birds' wouldn't come to our house. 


"The Zeppelins have an unearthly quality that 
makes for terror. And then the noise that their 
bombs make is so awful that it does not (eave 
one's ears for weeks. For fully a fortnight after 
the Zeppelins came to us I could hear nothing 
but a noise that seemed to shake every part ot 
me. It was as If the worst kind of thunder was 
rolling and crashing. 


"Zeppelins have done more harm to England 
than we shall over know here in America. Scar- 
borough was a beautiful seaport tdwn. It is 
practically destroyed. London, too, has suffered 
greatly. 


"And again there is that constant fear that 
Zeppelins will come without any notice, and 
where can one hide from them? A danger that 
one can look out at is bad enough, but one that 
comes down upon you is too much. 


"My sister's husband is a German prisoner, 
one of my brothers is i.t a^ munition factory, and 
another is fighting in France. I have not heard 
from the last for &ome time. My brother-in-law 
tells of no hardships. For a time my sister 
feared that he was not receiving enough to eat. 
She sent him packages in which were bread and 
cigars. He wrote thanking her for the cigars 
and assuring her tnat it was not necessary for 
her to send bread to Germany, as they not only 
had plenty of bread, but as much meat as they 
wished.

Men Come Home Wrecks. 


B 
u t the thing that bothered me most next to 
the Zeppelins was the way the men looked 
who came home from the war. Many ot them 
were my own friends, men in my own regi- 
ment. 
They went out fine and well. Most of 
them came home wrecks, if they came at all. 


There was Capt. Steadman. 
He welgtieA 14 
stone 7 (203 pounds) w^hen he went out. 
He 
came back weighing a little more than half of 
that amount." 


But hear what happened to Capt. Steadman's 
men and you will not wonder so much. 


"First was the typhoid. 
Our men were In 
Turkey, and, unlike the Turks, they did not 
burn their dead, but burled them. 
The water 
ihat they drank had been contaminated by the 
hundreds of bodies of soldiers and typhoid 
caught the sentry first and than went on to the 
officers. 


"But typhoid wasn't the Highland Light In- 
fantry's worst experience. 
British guns did 
even moie to decimate the regiment and to 
lower Capt. Steadman's weight. His men were 
ordered to ascend a hill one day. The hill was 
held by the Turks, and many of his men were 
'greon'—had not been long out, and they could 
not control their nerves. 


"When the Turks saw their kilts and opened 
lire on them they retreated. Again they were 
ordered up and again they were frightened 
back. Came an order from the colonel: 'If those 
men retreat again the guns of their own army 
will be turned on them.' 


"This order was given, and again they tried 
to take the hill. The Turks fired and the men 
ran back, only to be shot down by shells from 
their own vessels in the harbor below. 


"Those that were left became seasoned In 
tlnje. In fact, they became almost too brave. 
The French ships were covering them when 
this second incident occurred. 
They were or- 
dered to take three of the Turkish trenches and 
told that the French guns would protect them 
from the Turks In the trenches beyond. 
They 


gained the first trench with such ease that thof 
hurried to the second and third without count- 
ing. When both of the.se were theirs they went 
on to the fourth and fifth, forgetting to count. 


"Came the shells from the French -vessels, and 
again our men were shot down by their own 
guns. 
It seemed that success was not to ba 
theirs. 


Turks Called Brave. 


Y 
OU have read much about Turks, but I'm 
here to tell you that our men speak of 
them as brave soldiers. 
One day our men 
used a Red Cross Hospital as a shield to charga 
the Turks. 
The Turks were on the hills, as 
usual, and our fellows were below. The Turks 
threatened to destroy the hospital If our men 
did not como from under Its shelter. Our men 
did not move into the open. The Turks sent a 
shell high into the air, so well aimed that it 
went directly over the hospital and fell just on 
the other side. 
That was the Turks' way of 
saying, 'It's either you or your hospital.' 


"Our men moved. 
"You may think that enlistment for peace 
has no rough sides, but you are mistaken. 
I 
had a holiday m May and went to Ireland, my 
native countrj", for a visit. 
I was bom 
in 


C o u n t y Downs on a farm of twelve acres. That 
may seem small to you, but we cultivate every 
corner of our farms in Ireland. I was educated 
by the Christian Brothers, and at 16 went to 
Scotland because opportunities are better there^ 
But when I had a holiday I went back home. 
Holiday over, I started on my return trip to 
Scotland. 


••It was at the time of the Irish revolt and 
there Vfias much excitement. 
I went aboard 
ship without visiting the tlclcet office, since I 
was provided with a pass. 
Up came an Irish 
officer of police and demanded my passport. 
I 
showed him my traveling pass. 
He said that 
would not do, and that I was under arrest. 
Came an old lady who did not have proper pa- 
pers and she was placed under arrest. 
Fol- 
lowed three drunken soldiers and they being 
without papers were placed under arrest also 
and taken to the City Jail. 


"We made a pretty party. The soldiers would 
sing, 'Britons never shall be slaves' and then. 
turn about and ask 'Why In 
should we 


fight for a country that puts us in Jail?* 


"The Judge listened to me when i showed my 
pass, my enlistment papers and explained that 
although I have never taken a drink in my life 
I had not noticed the notices that pas8i>orts 
were necessary, probably because I did not go 
to the ticket office. He excused me. 


"Then I went to the soldiers and told them it 
they, would keep'their mouths shut that I could 
get them out. 
They did not want to at first, 
but later promised. 
I explained to the Judge 
that the soldiers would have no object in turn- 
ing against their country and that they should 
not be Judged harshly because they took a bit 
of a spree after ^ e l r hardships In the trenches. 


"I told him that they couldn't possibly b« 
German spies, and he listened and let them off. 
Not so the old lady. They sent her up, and I 
don't know the rest of her story. But my ex- 
perience was enough to make me want another 
country for my home. 
Being an Irishman X 
have no great love for England. I wrote a let- 
ter home one time, and I was ordered never to 
write another like it or I would be fined. It 
only told about our camp, but that went under 
the head of mllitarj- movement. 
Things aro 
worse in London than we will ever know, b«^ 
cause of the way news is"" censor«^

4L ND things will be worse. Never again will 
A 
there be men conductors on *he tram car«. 
All that work is being done by women, and 
they do it for a less wage. The tram car men 
at the front will have to hunt new jobs when 
they come home. 


"Neither will there be any more men ticket 
takers. Women are doing that at the stations. 
They are easier to manage and they work for 
less. 


"England Is in a bad way for food. Conscrip- 
tion for farm laborers came just when crops 
should have been put In last spring, and the 
owners of farms could get no one to do their 
work. 
They did what they could themselves 
.ind it was late when they did it because last 
spring was wet. The result is less than a halt 
crop, with greater need for a good crop than 
Britain has felt for many years. As it Is, tho 
price of foodstuffs is very high in England. 


"House rent in the home we left In Scotland 
is much cheaper than it is in E^st St. Louis, but 
food Is so high. I like my work and my wifo 
is happy because she has relatives in Troy, 111. 
The children are glad because they don't hav« 
to be afraid of the 'bad birds.' They can't send 
me back to England unless the American Gov- 
ernment wishes to have me deported. I intend 
becoming an American citizen. 
This will b« 
my country."

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HOW TO CONTROL GINSENG DISEASES 


The Average Yield of Ginseng Per Acre in the United States is Not More 
Than One-Sixth to One-Third of What It Should Be, the Shortage Being 
Caused Almost Entirely by the Numerous Diseases Which attack the 
Crop. 


The time of appearance and 
the 
severity of the diseases of ginseng In 
any given locality depend on climate, 
soil and cultural relations, but so far 
aa observed they are not confined to 
aay 
particular 
region. 
Generally 
»,ip«dittng, the same diseases are ztftind 
In all ginseng-growing sections, rrom 
New York to the Pacific. 


THE CARE AND IMPROVEMENT OF THE WOOD LOT 


By C. R. TUilXWSOÍÍ. 


Branch, Root and Berries of Ginseng. 


Most of the diseases which affect 
^nseng growth may be controlled by 
spraying with the proper mixture at 
the proper time. 
In case the disease 
has a tendency to extend down the 
stem into the roots the tops of the 
plants showing disease should be re- 
moved by cutting them off at the 
crown. If the root is affected it should 
be carefully removed frorx the bed and 
destroyed, and the soil in which It 
grew should be disinfected. 


Bordeaux mixture, either homemade 
or commercial, has been found to be 
the most reliable spray for ginseng. 
The homemade Bordeaux mixture is 
made oi copper sulphate (blue vitrol) 
and good hydrated or stone lime. 
The 
strength 
recommended 
for use 
In 
spraying ginseng la 3-3-50; that is 3 
pounds of copper sulphate, 3 pounds 
of stone lime, and 50 gallons of water. 
To prepare such a solution, dissolve 6 
pounds of copper sulphate In 50 gal- 
lons of water by suspending the crys- 
tals in a sack Just beneath the surface 
r.f the water, slake 6 pounds Qf stone 
Tme with hot water, and whejn com- 
i^-tely slaked add enough Water to 
eke 50 gallons of lime milk.i When 
; 
dy to spray, mix equal parts of the 
! v J solutions, taking care to stir both. 
Never pour the two solutions together 
until ready to apply. 
To remove par- 
ticles that might clog the nozzle, it Is 
well to strain the mixture as it goes 
Into the sprayer. 
An insecticide, such 
as arsenate of lead, 2 pounds to 50 
gallons of Bordeaux mixture, may be 
added to this mixture. 


Before applying Bordeaux mixture 
It is absolutely necesary to use lime 
enough to act on all the blue vitriol. 
This may be determined by what is 
known as the ferrocyanld test. 
An 
ounce of the yellow prusslate of pot- 
ash is dissolved In a '^int of water. 
When placed in a bottle this will keep 
indifinitely. 
Lim should be added to 
the copper-sulphate solution until the 
prussiate of potash will not turn brown 
when dropped from the bottle into 
the mixture. 
Then add an extra gal- 
lon or .so of the lime milk. A slight ex- 
cess of the lime will do no harm and 
will insure against spray Injury from 
free copper. 


Wood grown In the farm wood lot preventing reproduction.

ment of these condHions can be se- 
cured through the judicious use of the 
axe, by assisting natural reproduction, 
by the. exclusion of stock at l.efst from 
portions of the wood lot, and, where 
necessary, through planting or sow- 
ing. 


There are tw ^ general types of wood 
lots, each of which requires a differ- 
ent method of handling: 
(1) 
T/ood 
lots which are characterized by the 
presence of old trees which dominate 
the stand, and (2) wood lots which 
are made up of a nearly even-aged 
stand of second growth. 


1. Wood lots characterized by the 
presence of old tr es which dominate 
the stand. 


In this type the old trees may al- 
most 
totally 
exclude 
the 
younger 
growth, or they may exist only as a 
few scattered individuals throughout 
the stand. Such material is very like- 
ly to be deteriorating In quality, and 
the problem is that of removing It, 
and at the same time providing for a 
new stand of seedlings. 
From the 
standpoint of strict business manage- 
ment timber when mature should be 
cut just the same as wheat or oats; 
and usually this Is also desirable for 
the good of the wood lot Itself.

Formaldehyde has been used again 
and again by various growers with 
very good results.

The formalde- 
hyde (40 per cent solution) is diluted 
and is applied by one man with a hose 
or a large watering pot, while another 
man spades over the soil.

sawlogs than an uncrowded stand of 
an equal area. 
This is of vital im- 
portance. because the price of logs of 
first quality is usually from one and 
one-half to two times as much as that 
paid for logs of poor quality. 


By far the greater number of farm 
wood lots are in need of Improvement. 
Poorer species are in the majority and 
are .crowding out the better ones, 
many of the trees are 
overmature, 
some show evidence of insect or fun- 
gous attack, some are dead, 
young 
trees are entirely wanting in the open 
places, and grazing is allowed to the 
extent of damairing the older trees and

To secure natural reproduction the 
old stand will normally have to be re- 
moved in two or three cuttings, each 
taking from one-third to one-half of 
the trees. The first cutting is designed 
to open up the crown cover somewhat, 
so that the leaves on the forest floor

One characteristic of a heavily pas- 
tured wood lot is the almost C03 plete 
absence of young growth, or its exist- 
ence only in small ragged patches.

Poisoned animals are always con- 
stipated and usually recover if this 
condition can be relieved.

and death frequently results from the 
contents of the first stomach getting 
into the windpipe. Many of the cases in 
which poisoning is not severe will re- 
cover if care is taken to turn the ani- 
mal after it falls, so that the head will 
be higher than the rest of the body, 
and to see that it is not further dis- 
turbed.

Reasons For Failure 


With Turkeys 


Improper feeding, combined with 
close conflnement, has been the cause 
of many fallui-es In turkey 
raising. 
Given free range on the average farm, 
the poults can easily pick up their own 
living, and one light feed a day for 
the purpose of inducing them to come 
in at night is sufficient. If the mother 
hen is confined to a cooji and the 
poults allowed to run In and out, three 
times a day is often enough to feed 
and very little should be given at a

time. 
The poults should always be 
ready to eat; if given all they will 
clean up several times a day, indiges- 
tion will be the result. 
If there is 
little or no feed outside the coop for 
thé fio-ults to pick up. then they should 
be. fed about five times a day, feeding 
only a small quantity at a time. 
A 
good feed for the first few days Is stale 
bread soaked in milk and squeezed 
dry. 
Corn bread crumbs and clabber- 
ed milk or cottage cheese is also quite 
often fed and with excellent results. 
Green feed and grit should be on hand 
at all times. As the poults grow older, 
the ration should gradually be changed 
to grain.

A list of questions on pigeon raising 
was sent to pigeon breeders through- 
out the United States, and, 
among 
others, replies were received from 22 
large breeders who kept from S00 to 
2,200 pigeons and produced squabs for 
market. 
The records from 
these 
breeders are considered more appli- 
cable to the commercial production of 
squab« than the replies which were 
received from breeders keeping only 
a few pigeons for home use or plea- 
sure. 
These large breeders reported 
keeping the Homer and Cameaux var- 
ities almost exclusively for squab rais- 
ing, with a comparatively small num- 
ber of the Dragoon. Maltese Hen, and 
White King mentioned. All 
except 
one breeder kept their pigeons con- 
fined. 
The birds were mated at from 
6 to 7 months old. the average mating 
age being 6.7 months. 


Wheat, com, kafflr corn. Canada 
j>eas, millet, and hemp were the grains 
most commonly fed, while a number 
of other grains Including 
peanuts, 
grass seed, oats, buckwheat, sunflower 
seed. rice. Egyptian corn, cowpeas. and 
mllo maize were also used. 
About 
about one-half of the breeders 
re- 
ported the use of some kind of green 
feed. Including a wide range of such 
material. 
The use of rock salt was 
reported by one-half of the breeders, 
loose table salt by one-fourth, and 
table salt baked into a hard lump by 
the rest. 
About 16 per cent used some 
extra feed, such as millet or hemp

seed, during the molting period, while 
several who. did not use any special 
feed for aaststing the molt supplied 
these grains in their regular rations.

were commonly used, 
while 
others 
used pine needles, cirt pea vines, and 
alfalfa stems. One-half reported free- 
dom from all diseases and about one- 
fourth gave canker as a common cause 
of sickness.

Data Secured from Small Breeders. 


A large number of replies were re- 
ceived from breeders who kept leas 
than 300 pigeons. 
Their answers in 
general agreed with those from the 
large pigeon breeders, although they 
were more varied. 
Many farmers ob- 
jected to pigeons, claiming that they 
carried diseases and all kinds of ver- 
min among stock and fowls, dirtied 
cisterns used for holding rain water, 
and ate grain from the fields and 
barns. 
A very few farmers stated 
that the pigeons were beneficial to the 
farms and ate many weed seeds. 
The 
number of pigeons in farm section« 
not kept confined was reported to be 
diminishing greatly as the country be- 
came more thickly settled. 


Other varieties of pigeons mentioned, 
in addition to those reported from the 
large pigeon farms, were the Runt and 
the common pigeon. 
A few breeders 
separated the sexes during the molting 
period; that is, during late summer 
and early fall. 
Slightly more than 
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one-half 
allowed their pigeons free 
range. Barley, rye, sorghum seed, and 
prepared mixed pigeon feeds were ad- 
ditional feeds mentioned. Most farmers 
who did not keep their pigeons con- 
fined fed only grains which they rais- 
ed, such as corn, wheat, and oat«. 
T\velve per cent mixed fine salt with 
grit and oyster shell, and 5 per cent 
fed the salt dissolved In the drinking 
water. Oyster shell and grit were sup- 
plied by most breeders. 
A few uSed 
special tonics during the molting pe- 
riod. 
Only 33 per cent reported the 
use of tobacco stems or leaves, a« 
against 60 per cent among the larger 
breeders. 


The diseases most frequently men- 
tioned were canker, going light, and 
roup. 
The principal method of treat- 
ment 
was 
prevention; 
by 
keeping 
everything clean, using disinfectants 
freely, and killing sick or diseased 
pigeons. Remedies mentioned for pre- 
venting sickness were the use of kero- 


sene oil, permanganate of potash, lime, 
copper sulphate, carbolic acid, quassia 
chips, epsom salts, Venetian red, tinc- 
ture of gentian, or a tonic in the 
drinking water. 
Dry sulphur and 
diluted peroxid of hydrogen were used 
in treating canker, and kerosene oil 
for roup. 
A few allowed diseased 
pigeons their freedom when they had 
been kept confined. About one-fourth 
reported some loss by rats, but most 
of the larger breeders made their pens 
rat proof. 
Losses from hawks and 
cats were reported 
in 
some 
cases 
where the pigeons were allowed their 
freedom. The average yearly profit 
from each pair of 
breeders 
varied 
from 20 cents to $7.50, and averaged 
$2.29. 
The profit from breeders who 
sold stock largely for breeding pur- 
poses varied from $10 to $20 per pair. 
The average yearly feed cost per pair 
varied from 40 cents to $4, and aver- 
aged $1.32. 
Fifty-five per cent sold 
squabs for market only, 33 per cent 
both for market and as breeders, and 
12 per cent for breeders only. 
The 
number of squabs marketed from each 
pair of breeders varied from 5 to 22, 
and averaged IS.8; the weight 
per 
dozen squabs varied from 4 to 18 
pounds, and averaged 10.1. 
Squabs 
were marketed at from 3 to « weeks; 
the average being 4.2 weeks. The aver- 
age price for the year received per 
dozen squabs varied from 60 cents to 
$6 and averaged $3.01.

The American-Mexican joint commission which for more than 


jtwo months lias been seeking definite agreement on an amicable nd- 
ijustment of the border difficulties has signed a protocol covering but 
'a few instead of all the points at issue and has adjourned, perhaps 
Juntil a date in December, perhaps for all time. "Whether it will ever 
hgain resume its sessions depends on -whether the partial agreement 
is approved by both governments. If either rejects it, the negotia- 
tions are at an end. "What would then ensue is a matter embracing 
Very grave possibilities. 


Candor compels the conviction that very little definite progress 


•has been made by the joint commission toward a settlement of our 
southern border troubles. The weeks since the commission undertook 
its labors on September i, have served, perhaps, to improve mutual 
.understanding of the two viewpoints, but they have done little toward 
removing difficulties. The protocol now proposed is at best little 
more than a start, and, on the questionable assumption that Carranza 
is now able to maintain order, it provides for the withdrawal of 
Pershing's expedition within forty days and a joint patrol of the 
border to prevent outlawry. The announced determination of the 
United States to promptly throw a second punitive expedition, into 
Mexico should emergency demand it is made not a part of the proto- 
col, but of a supplemental memorandum that, while it may ' 'save the 
face." of the Carranza government to some degree, will perhaps prove 
as efficacious as though it were an integral part of the formal agree- 
ment.

He was, however, extremely busy 
at the time, and after he had shown her a few 
exercises to prevent tho arches of the feet from 
breaking down, which she has kept up for prac- 
tice, Mrs. Patison decided to discontinue any 
attempt at work -with him. He tried to give 
the baby a. dance, which the child refused to 
do, saying that she preferred to feel her own 
way about the music and to let tho music tell 
her what to do instead of the master. 


"Lillian spent some time In the summer In 


the country and In the mountains alone, but 
dancing all the time, both outside and indoors. 
When she returned In the fall the ballet master 
:<aw her again. Jtc said "not her improvement 
was so great that he would like to exploit Her 
publicly, i.vhicu, of course, her molhcr would 
not permit. 


'•From that time on she continued to dance, 


giving her own interpretation of what the mu- 
sic Inspired her to do. Her mother is not a 
dancer, and. therefore, had no idea whatever 
about civinc hnr Instruction? or suggestions. 
The baby has seen Pavlowa and Isadora Dun- 
can Onncc. 
Pavlowa is amrznd al the child's 


dancing, nnd advised that she should have no 
Instruction whatsoever, but be allowed to fol- 
low her own Instincts. 
Isadora Duncan has 


never seen the baby dance. From both of these 
dancers little Lillian has, of course, assimi- 
lated romclhiiiH. although nho expressed her- 
aelf in the (Jrcek way before she saw Isadora 
Duncan. 


"In her Hnwullan dancing she has caught

Pavlowa More Than Impressed.

FEW days since at the New York Hippo- 
drome, Mme. Pavlowa told the writer that 


she was more tnan impressed by the dancing 
of the young prodigy. 


''The dancing of Lillian Patison-, as she Is 


called, is the embodiment ot natural grace," 
said the famous danseuse. 


"1 first saw her at tho home of Mrs. Otto H. 


Ivahn, through an 
arrangement which was

The child then was only 6 or 7 years 


old, a. slight figure of a girl, falrylike in her 
piT.ce and appearance. 


"Slender and very graceful were her limbs 


arid well proportioned. Her medium-light hair, 
in curls, clustered about a baby face, for she 
seemed younger even than her years. 
Bluo 


were her eyes and she had in them a sparkling- 
expression. 
She gave a dance o£ the fairies 


according to her own interpretation, a flower 
dance and then a barbaric dance in which she 
brandished a scimitar. 


"That she be permitted to continue dancing 


according to her own ideas until she was 10 or 
11 years old, or even older, was .my advice to 
her mother and the prominent women who have 
taken a great interest 
in the 
remarkable 


youngster. After she is 10 or 12, I think sho 
could profit from regular instruction, possibly 
abroad, provided sho developed symmetrically 
in form. Frequently these precocious dancers 
get enlarged feet or weakened muscles which 
unfit them for a career. 


"I now am endeavoring to get in touch with 


the child again and possibly I may see my way 
clear to aid her in getting suitable instruction. 
As she is an American, I would especially liko 
to do this, because I have been so cordially re- 
ceived by the people of the United States, and,

Then the personality, or spirit,, believed to 


have been Unit «( Wine. Nordica, which was 
endeavoring to communicate, remarkedj "it Is 
hard to tell which is natural endowment and 
where inspiration begins." 
The 'observation, 


"There Is a congenital foundation which makes 
it Impossible for me to use the organs," fol- 
lowed shortly. 
To jewels and furs and other 


luxuries, which she declared no longer interested 
her, the communicator from the other shore re- 
ferred, and, also, rather irrelevantly, mentioned 
"Anniu Laurie" and her love for that simple old 
song. Prof. Hyslop attempts an explanation of 
these remarks by the spirit. 


"The mother told me," he says, "that she 


(Lillian) once had seen Mme". Nordica In her - 
box at the theater, 
richly ornamented with 


jewels. The reference to furs means nothing 
either to myself or the mother, but the recent 
fashions In furs make It probable that the allu- 
sion is quite pertinent. 


"About the relevance :of the reference to 


'Annie'Laurie' I knew nothing, but 1 learned 
from a friend that 'Annie Laurie' ^as a favorite 
encore of Mme. Nordica's. 1 also learned that 
Mrs. Chcnowelh did not know this fact, having 
never seen Mine. Nordica nor heard her sing. 


"A curious automatism followed in the sub- 


llmal recovery-lot the normal slate. It evidently 
was associated in the memory of the commu- 
nicator with some moment when she must ap- 
pear on the stage. H was 'The orchestra is 
playing.' Mrs. Chenoweth immediately recovered 
consciousness." 


Supposed Spirit in Earnest. 


nUPl'OSlSDLY the spirit ot Mme. Nordic* 
15 wilted long and earnestly about her earth 
protege on whom had fallen her lyric mantle, 
hut this was In a later sittins. The iuforma- 
tion that some oue else, not a relative and long 
gone from this earthly sphere, was seeking to 
inlHience the child, now was volunteered by ta« 
communicator. 


Lot us quote the spirit message: 
"The woman to whom t refer so uses her In- 


fluence on the mind of the child as to make her 
seem mature and wise beyond her years, not 
simply in one form of expression, but in ths 
general mode of living, like a Sappho or a 
Margaret Fuller, say. 


Many of those who know Lillian Patison con- 


sider her in tho light of :i reincarnation. 
Still 


others believe that she is simply a prodigy. It 
ihances that one ot tiie most striking charac- 
teristics of the child is her maturity of conduct 
and of tastes. Jt often has been observed by 
those who know her well that she is an adult 
in point of dignity of behavior and calm of 
manner. 


Theories being taken for what they are worth, 


the broad human fact remains that in Lillian 


in my feeble way, I should "like to show my Patison wo have a child of abnormal 
appreciation of that cordiality." 


To all who have seen her, the girl has been 


"positively uncanny and most fascinating," to 
use the words of Belasco. 
' 


Thus we arrive at the consideration of the 


strange psychic influences which seem to hava 
rested upon Lillian Patison since the date ot 
the death In Java of Mme. Lillian Nordica. 
About six days after the passing out of 1'nc 
famous operatic sinprer, the gift of voice rie- 
velopnd with, it would seem, an almost super- 
natural force. 
Soon after this manifestation 


had fully developed, Prof, llysiop, so he tells 
us, took Lillian to the house of a medium, a. 
Mr?. Chenoweth of Boston, through whom lie 
has conducted many of hie experiments. The 
girl was taken In (hrongh the back <lonr of the 
houre where the medium lived and In the sit- 
llncs that followed, fix in nil, the presence of 
the child in person wap not known to the in- 


powers 


whose gifts, properly developed and proviaing 
that she is not exploited before her talents 
have matured, may be a revelation to the pub- 
lic from which she now Is so carefully with- 
held. 
The laws restricting the appearance of 


children on the stage will serve well tho won- 
derful chiM who comes from a small town in 
the South, anil who is hedged about by all that 
makes for prim convention. These latter facts 
make it the more sirnnzre thnt sho should have 
these iiifts 1h.it amount lo genius. 


Of courS'.'. years of training are necessary, 


even ndmiHiiiE: all that has been said about 
her pifls. 
There is no flower-strewn rond to 


prrat sncces*. and only by careful instruction 
ran sho bo fitted for a career. 
It may never 


develop, but ours will bo a pleasing anticipa- 
tion of tho coming In future of a dancer aa 
great as Pavlowa or a sincT as marvelous a» 
was

Message Warns Residents.

actual danger. 


"Looking for danger from the air has a strange 


I have seen well-trained sol- 
diers lose their heads and flre anywhere except 
where they should when Zeppelins were above 
them. Their faces would become a queer white 
and there -was no telling what they would do. 


"A Zeppelin is shaped like a cigar, except that 


both ends aro like the end you put'in your 
mouth. Those that came to us looked no longer 
than tho width of State street, but we knew 
that they were a block long and were each, 
manned with thirty men. 


"I have no criticism ot Germany to make ex- 


cept her use of these things. They do not attack 
men in battle, but destroy homes and kill wom- 
en and children as well as men. 


"The fleet that came to Edinburgh dropped a 


bomb upon a whisky distillery. This was in 
Lcith, which is as near to Edinburgh as St. 
Louis is to East St. Louis, except thiit there la 
no river .n between. Leith is below and Kdlr- 
burgh Is on higher ground. They knew where- 
they were dropping that bomb, because at onco 
there was a great fire. Tho whole City of Edin- 
burgh was made bright It was hard work to 
keep tho cities from being destroyed. 


"Another bomb was dropped where there was 


a gathering of men. They stood there before It 
fell. Afterwards one could mm nothing or tnem. 


".Still another killed a baby lying in bed. The 


bomb itself did not strike the child, but it dirt 
break a window latch loose and hurl It against 
the child, breaking Its skull. That to me is not 
warfare. 


"My children became so afraid of the Zeppe- 


lins that they often went to sleep praying that 
the 'bad birds' wouldn't come to our house. 


"The Zeppelins have an unearthly quality that 


makes for terror. And then the noise that their 
bombs make is so awful that it does not leave 
one's ears for weeks. For fully a fortnight after 
the' Zeppelins came to us I could hear nothing 
but a noise that seemed to shake every part ot 
me. It was as If the worst kind ol thunder was 
rolling and crashing. 


"Zeppelins have done more harm to England 


than we shall over know here in America. Scar- 
borough was a beautiful seaport town. It is 
practically destroyed. London, too, has suffered 
greatly. 


"And again there is that constant fear that 


Zeppelins will come without any notice, and 
where can one hide from them? A danger that 
one can look out at is bad enough, but one that 
comes down upon you is too much. 


"Jly sister's husband is a German prisoner, 


one of my brothers is in 3. munition factory, and 
another is fighting in Franco. I have not heard 
from the last for aomo time. My brother-in-law 
tells of no hardships. For a. time my sister 
feared that lie was not receiving enough to eat. 
She sent him packages in which were bread and 
cigars. He wrote thanking her for the cigars 
and assuring her tnat it was not necessary lor 
her to send bread to Germany, as they not only 
had plenty of bread, but as much meat as they 
•wished.

Men Come Home Wrecks. 


UT the thing that bothered me most ne-t to 


the Zeppelins was the way tho men looked 


who came home from the war. 
Many of them 


were my own friend?, men in my own regi- 
ment. They went out fine and well. Most of 
them came home wrecks, If they came at all. 


Thei;e was Capt. Steadman. He welgnefl 1* 
stone 7 (203 pounds) when he went out. He 
came back weighing a little more than half of 
that amount." 


But hear what happened to Capt. Steadman's 


men and you will not wonder so much. 


"First was the typhoid. Our men were in 


Turkey, and, unlike the Turks, they did not 
burn their dead, but buried them. The water 
that they drank had been contaminated by the 
hundreds of bodies of soldiers and typhoid 
caught the sentry flrst and than went on to the 
officers. 


"But typhoid wasn't the Highland Light In-1 


fantry's worst experience. 
British gjns did 


oven moie to decimate the regiment and to 
lower Capt. Steadman's weight. His men were 
r.rdered to ascend a hill one day. The hill was 
held by the Turks, and many of his men wore 
'green'—had not been long out, and they could 
not control their nerves. 


"When the Turks saw their kilts and opened 


fire on them they retreated. Again they were 
ordered up and again they were frightened 
back. Came an order from the colonel: 'If those 
men retreat again the.guns of their own army 
will be turned'on them.' 


"This order was given, and again they tried 


to take the hill. The Turks iired and the men 
ran back, only to be shot down by shells from 
their own vessels in the harbor below. 


"Those that were left became seasoned In 


time. In fact, they became almost too brave. 
The French ships were covering them when 
this second Incident occurred. They were or- 
dered to lake three of^the Turkish trenches and 
told that the French'guns would protect them 
from the Turks In tho trenches beyond. They 


gained the flrst trench with such ease that they 
hurried to the second and third without count- 
ing. When both of these were theirs they went 
on to the fourth and fifth, forgetting to count. 


"Came the shells from the French vessels, and 


again our men were shot down by their own 
guns. It seemed that success was not to b» 
theirs. 


Tuiks Called Brave. 


Y 


OU have read much about Turks, but I'ra 


hero to tell you that our men speak ot 


them as brave soldiers. 
One day our men 


used a Heel Cross Hospital as a shield to chargs 
the Turks. The Turks were on the hills, as 
usual, and our fellows were below. The Turks 
threatened to destroy the hospital If our men 
did not com.> from under Its shelter. Our men 
did not move into the open. The Turks sent s. 
shell high Into the air, so well aimed that it 
went directly over the hospital and fell Just on 
the other side. 
That was the Turks' way ot 


saying, 'It's either you or your hospital.' 


"Our men moved. 
"You may think that enlistment for peaea 


lias no rough sides, but you are mistaken. 
I 


had a holiday in May and went to Ireland, my 
native country, for a visit. I was born in 
County Downs on a farm of twelve acres. That 
may s'eem small to you, but we cultivate every 
corner of our farms In Ireland. I was educated 
by the Christian Brothers, and at 16 went to 
Scotland because opportunities are better there. 
But when 1 had a holiday I went back home. 
Holiday over, I started on my return trip to 
Scotland. 
i 


"It was at the time of the Irish revolt and " 


there was much excitement. I went aboard 
ship without visiting the ticket office, since I 
was provided with a pass, tip came an Irish 
officer of police and demanded my passport. I 
showed him rny traveling pass. He said that 
would not do, and that I was under arrest. 
Came an old lady who did not have proper pa- 
pers and she was placed under arrest. 
Fol- 


lowed three drunken soldiers and they being 
without papers were placed under arrest also 
and taken to the City Jail. 


"We made a pretty party. The soldiers would 


sing, ''Britons never shall be slaves' and then 
turn about and aslc 'Why in 
should wo 


fight for a country that puts us In jail?" 


"The judge listened to mo when S. showed my 


pass, my enlistment papers and explained that 
although I have never taken a drink in my life 
I had not noticed the notices that passports 
were necessary, probably because I did not go 
to the ticket office. He excused me. 


"Then I went to the soldiers and told them it 


they, would keep their mouths shut that I could 
get them out; They did not want to at flrst, 
but later promised. I explained to the judga 
that the soldiers wouid have no object In turn- 
ing against their country and that they should 
not be judged harshly because they took a bit 
of a spree after their hardships in the trenches. 


"I told him that they couldn't possibly ba 


German spies, and he listened and let them off. 
Not so the old lady. They sent her up, and 1 
don't know the rest of her story. But my ex- 
perience was enough to make me want another 
country for my home. 
Being an Irishman I 


have no great love for England. I wrote a let- 
ter home one time, and I was ordered never to 
11 writs another like it or I would be fined. It 


only told about our camp, but that went under 
the head of military movement. Things art. 
worse In London than wo will ever know, b«-: 
cause of the way news is censored, 


Women Take Positions, 


. ND things will be worse. Never again wUl 
A 
there be men conductors on the tram cars. 


All that work is being done by women, and 
they do It for a less wage. The tram car men 
at the front will have to hunt new jobs when 
they como home. 


"Neither will there be any more men ticket 


takers. Women are doing that at the station*. 
They are .easier to manage and they work for 
less. 


"England is in a bad way for food. 
Conscrip- 


tion for farm laborers came just when crops 
should have been put in last spring, and the 
owners of farms could get no one to do their 
work. They did what they could themselves 
and it was late when they did it because last 
spring was wet. Tho result is less than a half 
crop, with greater need for a good crop than 
Britain has felt for many years. As it is, the 
price of foodstuffs is very high in England. 


"House rent in tho home we loft in Scotland 


is much cheaper than it Is in East St. Louis, but 
food is so high. I like my work and my wifo 
is happy because she has relatives in Troy, 111- 
The children are glad because they don't have 
to bo afraid of the 'bad birds.' They can't send 
me back to England unless the American Gov- 
ernment wishes to have me deported. I intend 
becoming an American citizen. This will b« 
my country."

ginseng growth may be controlled by 
spraying with the proper mixture at 
the proper time. In case the disease 
has a tendency to extend down the 
stem Into the roots the tops of the 
plants showing disease should be re- 
moved by cutting them off at the 
crown. If the root is affected It should 
be carefully removed frori the bed and 
destroyed, and the soil In which It 
grew should be disinfected. 


Bordeaux mixture, either homemade 


or commercial, has been found to be 
the most reliable spray for ginseng. 
The homemade Bordeaux mixture Is 
made of copper sulphate (blue vltrol) 
and good hydrated or stone lime. The 
strength recommended for use In 
spraying ginseng is 3-3-60; that Is 3 
pounds of copper sulphate, 3 pounds 
of stone lime, and 50 gallons of water. 
To prepare such a solution, dissolve 6 
pounds ot copper sulphate In 50 gal- 
lons of water by suspending the crys- 
tals In a sack Just beneath the surface 
<•£ the water, slake 6 pounds of stone 
1 me with hot water, and when com- 
;• otely slaked add enough water to 
;. aUe 50 gallons of Hme milk. When 
iviidy to spray, mix equal parts of the 
i vn solutions, taking care to stir both. 
Xever pour the two solutions together 
until ready to apply. To remove par- 
ticles that might clog the nozzle, It Is 
well to strain the mixture as It goes 
Into the sprayer.

The bee Is famed for Industry, 


but to show how1 much work the bee 
really does a naturallist says tflat to 
collect a pound of clover honey the bees 
must deprive 62,000 clover blossoms. 
The flowers must be visited by 3,750,- 
000 bees, or, in other words to collect 
his pound of honey one bee must make 
3,760,000 trips to and from the hive. 
As bees are known to fly for miles in 
their quest of suitable fields of opera, 
tion, It Is clear that a single ounce of 
honey represents millions of miles of 
travel. 


Co-operation may not offer a solu- 


tion for all of the troubles of the far- 
mer, but it Is at least a matter that 
deserves his careful study. The as- 
sociations have been highly beneficial 
to the farmer* of California, and they 
are still comparatively new. At pres- 
ent they are used principally for sell- 
Ing the products of the farm, but the 
future will probably witness a develop- 
ment in the other direction as well— 
that of buying.

BELIEVES IN CUT BONE. 


When I commenced feeding green 


cut bone, about the first thing I did 
was to find its feeding value by actual 
test. Hens under like conditions, with 
fresh cut green bone added to their feed 
aid nearly twice as many eggs in the 
winter season and a third more in the 
summer season than did the lot with- 
out the bone. 
Fifty-eight chicks 


hatched ,at the same time from'the 
same kind of eggs were divided Into 
two lots and treated the same, except 
one lot was fed some extra. The lot 
with bone extra to their feed grew1 
much faster and at th$ end of thirteen, 
weeks, the end of the test, a person 
would never have thought the two lots 
were the same. The lot fed the bone 
were not only larger, but had clearer 
and brighter plumage. The lot that 
ate the bone went through the test 
with the loss ot but. one, while the lot 
without the bone sustained a- loss of 
five. This, with other observations, 
leads me to believe feeding bone will 
lessen the death rate in•• chicks and 
that old stock wlll*be healthier.—Wm.
